L Claims 1, 2, 7, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by Stelljes 
(2016688). Stelljes teaches a luggage case with a lid and a base shell with stay means 1 1, a 
pivotally supported hanger bar 3 1 pivotally supported hanger bar support holding a hanger bar 
sized to receive the hook portions at least one pivotally mounted arm 14. With respect to the 
hanger bar being removably attached to the case, note that portion 13 is attached by the two 
upper and lower nuts/bolts in Fig. 4. 

Regarding claim 8, note the removable folding bag 17. 

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable over Stelljes in 
view of Wheary (1919082). To the degree it is argued that the hanger bar in Stelljes is not 
detachable. It would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to provide a detachable 
arm means as taught by Wheary, note portion 20 in Fig. 9, to enable one to maintain the device 
easily. 

3. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Stelljes in view of 
Ritter, Jr. (1827542). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to stay means 
by releasable flexible strap as taught by Ritter, Jr., note straps 27 to enable one to have the 
luggage at various positions. 

4. Claims 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Stelljes in 
view of Sisson (Re35563). Stelljes teaches a removable bar attached via the two arms 15 and 19. 
Stelljes does not teach the arms pivotally mounted. Sisson teaches that it is knovm in the art to 
provide pivotally moimted arms. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to provide pivotally mounted arms as taught by Sisson to enable to adjust the clothing inside the 
case easily. 
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5. Claims 4-6, 1 1-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
